But 
oh' subsequent sales rallied to 6.82 
cents

call Liverpool 
was $7.50 a bale 


lower than due.

AUSTIN, Aug. 
10.—(fP)— 


The Texas legislature today 
salvaged one oil conserva- 
tion bill from the wreckage 
of administration proposals 
when the house concurred 
in senate admenclments to 
the 
Davis pipe line bill, 


which would prohibit railroads or 
pipe lines from transporting 
oil 


produced in violation of the rail- 
road commission's orders. 


The vote on concurrence carried 
mere than 
tnt> 100 votes necessary 


to make the bill law immediately 
upon the governor's signature. 
It 


had passed the senate bv the nec- 
e-tary two-thirds majority to make 
it effective at once. 


Under terms of the bill, should 
the railroad commission set an al- 
lowable production no oil produced 
in excess of that fixed by the or- 
der could be transported. 


The Pollard bill •was substituted 


by the senate for the house Davis 
bill. 
Both contained similar pro- 


visions. 
The bill would require 


ratable taking and ratable pur- 
chase oj both gas and oil; provide 
for receiverships of companies vio- 
lating the laws; Inflict heavy pen- 
alties, and provide four forfeiture 
of charters on conviction for viola- 
tion. 
The bill also would give the rail- 


road commission authority to set 
thn rates to be charged by pipe- 
line companies; to require reason- 
able extensions of facilities an* 
well connections and would prohib- 
it abandonment of lines without 
permission of the commission.

SENSATIONAL REPORT 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. 


—(fP)—A 
tale of systemat- 


ized police brutality spread- 
ing over half the nation— 
a 10-year record of illegal 
law enforcement by barbar- 
ous "third degree" methods 
—was unfolded today by 
the Wickersham commission. 


Asserting its duty was to tey 


the "naked, ugly facts" before the 
public, the commission 
crammed 


int. 
a single weighty volume on 


"lawlessness 
in law enforcement" 


more than five score proved in- 
stances of extorted confessions. 


It urged upon President Hoover 


new legislation, or a constitution- 
al amendment 
if 
necessary, to 


abolish "conduct 
so violative of 


the fundamental principles of con- 
stitutional liberty." 


It cited the Leopold-Loeb case, 


.in which, an .innocent school teach-

the "third degree." 
It turned to the 'Snook case of 


Ohio as showing the unfavorable 
reactions to a 
prosecutor

the "third degree," the report con-

denial of counsel

The report asserted that despite 


the secrecy and denials of police 
brutality instances of the "third 
degree" had been found in "con- 
siderably over half the states."

''General business activity," the 
report said, "continued its decline 
of greater than seasonal propor- 
tions 
during June, a 
tendency, 
however, wnich became less mark- 
ed during the first two weeks of 
July." 
Industrial 
production for June 
dropped 3.4 per cent. The dcchn 
in mineral production was only a 
little more than seasonable. 
"Among 
manufacturing 
indus- 


tries," the department said, ''there 
were relatively sharp recessions in 
the output of iron and steel and 
in automobile production, but tex- 
tile activity was maintained close 
to seasonal levels and was well 
above the level of a year ago. 


•'The recession in business dur- 
ing June was further reflcced in a 
drop of 2.5 per cent in factory em- 
ployment, after allowing for nor- 
mal season changes, and in a fall 
of 5.5 per cent in factory payrolls 
which are now 25 per cent below 
the level of a year ago. 
"The indexes of distribution also 


tended 
downward, although 
the 
adjusted index of freight car load- 
ing, after showing a decline of 2.5 
per cent during June, has moved 
consistently upward since the be- 
ginning of July. 
"Department stores sales, if ad- 
justed for the number of working 
iiays, fell 6.2 per cent in June, but 
if adjusted also for season varia- 
tion the decline was only 1.1 per 
cent. Bank debits outside of New 
York, after a sharp drop in May, 
increased nearly 3 per cent in Juno 
and have hoved to a higher level 
since the close of the month. 
"The adjusted value of building 


contracts showed a gain of 9.4 
per cent in June.

A pilot's desperate struggle to halt

iored airplane failed to 
prevent

Humidity, closely cloaking the low- 
lying core of this capital city, has 
turned many an official mind to 
what can be done about it. 
''The most oppressive summer I. 
personally, recall since 1918," Sur- 
geon General Hugh S. Gumming 
of the public health service, said. 


Invading the White House aa 
well as buildings occupied by bu- 
reau workers, the heavy atmos- 
phere has occasioned much com- 
plaint. It has eyen been said that 
numerous whirring fans on 
the 


-•state dining room floor did 'not 
bring comfort to those invited 
there' to dino. 
In an ideal place to study the 
humidity at its heaviest, Dr. Gum- 
ming has launched a series of ex- 
periments in the temporary war- 
time structure occupied by 
the 


public health service. 


Of tinder-box construction, with 
low ceilings and poor ventilation, 
the public health officers could not 
be improved upon for taking read- 
injis of maximum humidities. This 
is being done daily, with thermom 
eters on every floor and corner. 
Dr. James P. Leake was chosen 


to conduct these studies 
which 
purpose, Gumming said, "to work 
out some practical way of deter- 
mining the relationship between 


1 humidity and the health of work- 
ers." 
The surgeon general said one 


of the objects was to work out an 
"effective' temeprature," which he 
described as "the time at which 
the bodily temperature begins to
